Where being affrighted with the apparitions of 
divers hideous and uzly deformed diabolicall Fiends,

Hereupon they deſired their FarherP!#to tO take 
notice of the forme4 care they had ro enlarge his

High Commifſion,brought to paſie,that if any He- 
retike,under the degree ot a Lord,(hould but put on 
his Hat in the time of Divine Service,we kept na 
in'our Eccleftaſticall clutches fue or fixe yeares to- 
gether. And lave we not- ltkewviſe inthe Courts of 
(hancery, Kings-Beach, or common Þle x, procured

our +» Buft-jerkins 1m rhat ip:ce,&yet they {eldom or 
nar bd a1; erd of thr turtes,but have bin flecced 
ard jecred out of their demieanes , fo long as they 
covld procure either mony or friends,and yct it hath 
bin cerryed io reatly and cunningly, as if the courle 
of Iuſtice haa bin exa@ly performed. 

And for the (ourt of 'E xehequer, we are ablefur- 
ther to tejti| e unto you (deare Father) out of our owne

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Preſently after this, there came a company of fel- 
lowes with broad Seales about tacit necks, who were 
nominated to be P/4to's Iouraey-men,and had the ti- 
tle of Patertees, who alfo hearing that their Gr4-4- 
Maſter was ſuddenly falne ſick, preſented temſelves 
inall humble manner;the furthe, to exprejje therr du- 
ty and obedtence Unto him;Relating unto their hellith

And bereunte, we, the (ayd Grand Pluto have ſet our Hand 
and Seale Royall, in the preſence of all owr Children, 
Friends and ſervants aforenamed, 


This being proclaimed with thundring Drums,and 
found of Trumpets,awaked the honeſtCountry-man, 
who having ſeen and obſerved in hisDreame,all theſe 
paſſages and occurrents, lay for awhile as it were in 
a trance,trembling and ina great extaſieat laſt recol-
